Nearly all modern homes being built today to resemble 
the old English Manor houses bear the architectural 
characteristics of the Tudor period when most of these 
old houses were erected. 

Tudor ornamentation being influenced by the ebbing tide 
of Gothic popularity, is stiff and crude. Very few definite 
characters outside of the Gothic are used. These are the 
Tudor Rose, the Battlement, the Linnen Fold and the Thistle. 

This last emblem, supposedly signifying Independence, 
is the chief motif of the English Thistle Line shown herein. 
Other points such as the Trefoil, Grotesque Heads and 
the treatment of Fleur-de-Lis in the canopy and back 
plate are reminiscent of the Gothic feeling of this Period 

The wrought effect patterned in these bronze castings 
follows in line with the crude Tudor iron work, yet offers 
a tractable metal permanent in finish and construction.
